The Amendment field 22 October 2003 overcomes the rejection under 35 USC § 
112, first paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither shows nor suggest a CRT comprised of, in part, an inner graphite layer 
satisfying the following condition: Td/Th is within the ranges of either 0.9 <= Td/Th < 1 

or 1 < Td/Th <= 1 .36, for claim 1 : Td/Tv is within the ranges of either 0.9 <= Td/T v < 1 or 
1 < Td/Th <= 1.36, for claim 2: where Td is an approximate thickness of the inner 
graphite layer along each rounded inside corner tangentially joining adjacent cone walls 
of the rectangular cone portion, and Th is an approximate thickness of the inner 
graphite layer disposed on inside horizontal walls of the cone portion, and Tv is an 
approximate thickness of the inner graphite layer disposed on inside vertical walls of the 
cone portion.
